“DISPELLING IMPRESSIONS” 

Mr. Anthony Eden's statement in 
the House of Commons on the 
‘question of affording financial assist- 
ance to China suggests that London 
has been favoured by reports wich 
have not found actual currency in 
the press here. Shanghai's informa 
tion has not encouraged the view 
that the idea of a loan emanated in 
the frst place from non-Chinese 
sources. Indeod ét has all along been 
understood that if representations 
‘had been or were lkely to be forth- 
‘coming on the subject the initistory 
‘source would be the Chinese Govern 
ment, either directly or indirectly, 
It will be observed that Sir John 
‘Simon's statement last week revealed 
that “no project for such a loan was 
actually “before the Government.” 
‘The statements in the House of 
‘Commons should now bring London 
information strictly into line with 
that available here. 





























FORTUNE'S VOYAGE 


‘The University Press, Shanghai, hes 
rendered a service to English studente 
of Chinese affairs by issuing a beauti- 
fully produced edition of a thousand 
‘Bumbered copies of Robert Fortune's 
“Three Years’ Wanderings in the 
Northern Provinces of China.” Robert 
Fortune was a Scottish botanist, 1813- 
1860, who first arrived in China at 
‘the ond of 1843, as a result of a com- 
mission given’ him by the Royal 
Horticultural Society, of whose indoor 
Plant department he was the super- 
intendent. He returned to England 
in 1846, after many adventures, and 
with = wonderful collection of plants. 
‘This voyage, which was. the fore 
runner of three other expeditions to 
China, is recorded in the book to 
‘which reference is now being made,

Nanking, Mar. 12. 

The protest of the Chinese Govern- 
‘ment against the transfer of the Chi- 
hese Eastern Railway by Soviet Russia 
to Manchoukuo was formally de- 
livered to. the Soviet “Government 
yesterday ‘afternoon by Dr. W. W.

NEW SINO-JAPANESE 
RAY OF HOPE 


Mutual Appeal by Son on 
Father's Principles 


Nanking, Mar. 14. 

A speech prepared by Mr. Sin Fo, 
President of the Legislative Yuan, 
‘specially for the Shinto service held 
in Tokyo on March 12, under the 
auspices of the Japan Cultural 
‘League, in commemoration of the 
tenth anniversary of the death of Dr. 
‘Sun Yat-sen, was broadcast through- 
‘Out the Japanese Empire. “The Chi- 
nese people appreciste the honour and 
respect you entertain towards our 
late leader, Dr. Sun Yat-sen, and we 
regard the occasion as s new ray of 
hope for a brighter future in Sino- 
Japanese relations,” Mr. Sun's speech 
began. 

“Japan and China,” Mr, Sun went 
on, “are of the same racial stock, and 
‘our languages, religions, philosophy, 
‘customs, music, arts, clothes, all came 
{from the same sources. The thinking 
person would not doubt the wisdom 
that the Japanese and Chinese peoples 
‘should co-operate in a spirit of 
‘mutual love and mutual’ assistance.” 

‘Whirlpool of Hatrea 

Mr. Sun continued that, while the 
two countries, belng neighbours. and 
the two greatest countries of the 
Orient, should be working together 
{hand-in-hand for the promotion of 
Oriental prestige, it was most wi- 
fortunate that Japan and China have 
[been thrown into. a whirlpool of 
i /hatred and enmity, Luckily, enlight- 

‘ened people of the two countries re- 
[eentiy had come forward with the 
‘bold suggestion that the two coun- 
[tries should bury the hatchet, and, 
subsequent to these opinions, the re 
lations of the two countries had been 
brought to a more friendlier footing. 
“However,” Mr. Sun emphasized, “the 
ultimate ‘success of such goodwill 
talks will depend upon a far-sighted

‘mental Sino-Japanese problems om

“Let us propose that, if China needs 
jmoney and we are able :o advance 
1h, she should inform us of the things 
she wishes to buy with the money.

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DANGER SIGNALS 
March 18. 

Great Britain has announced her 
intention to bring her defences up 
to date, on the ground that her 
present ‘weakness, a3 the result of 
ynilateral disarmament, paralyzes 
her efforts in establishment of a 
collective system of peace organiza~ 
tion, France is taking steps to in- 
crease the effectiveness of her man~ 
power, Germany has plunged intoa 
definite programme for compulsory 
military service and the crea~ 
tion of a defence force of twelve 
army corps or thirty-six divisions. 
‘The portents are ominous, Sir John 
Simon's forthcoming visit to Berlin 
thus promises to be fraught with 
considerable danger. The British 
Forelgn .Secrotary will ‘have the 
unreserved sympathy and support 
of all his fellow-countrymen in at~ 
tempting a peace mission in such 
circumstances. Tt is futile to argue 
which is cause and which is effect 
at this juncture. Dialectic discus- 
ion seems to be of little value, Yet 
there are clear grounds for the ex- 
trication. of certain apparent con- 
clusions from the disappointing 
evidence of a further stampede in 
Europe toward the resumption of 
discredited instruments of national 
policy. ‘The almost unassailable 
fact is that Germany 1s committing 
herself so deeply to the cult of 
force that Sir John Simon may find 
it virtually impossible to pursue 
‘the question of co-operative peace- 
construction with any hope of 
fruitful results. ‘The comfortable 
theory that Herr Hitler, having 
eecured the recognition ‘of Ger 
many’s equality and the practical 
ausertion of Gprmany's claim to the 
Saar, would be able to give un- 
deniable proof of his solicitude for 
peaceful relationships with Ger- 
‘many's neighours could hardly be 
sustained in the face of the pre- 
cipitate announcement now made. 
It has been said that the cultiva- 
tion of the military spirit in young, 
Germany has been rendered neces- 
sary purely as a means to restore 
much-shattered national morale. 
‘This view has been commended 
with the reassuring suggestion that 
the physical weakness of Germany 
deprived this aggressiveness of any 
real offensive significance. Can 
this contention be valid when, 
despite the plain evidence of a 
general desire to restore German 
nationhood to its full status, the 
German people are being marshal- 
Jed in an intensive programme of 
militarization? 


‘Whether the Treaty of Versailles 
was an ineffective expression of 
a declared desire to stabilize peace 
in Europe may well be a matter for 
discussion. Machinery for such 
isoussion is not lacking. It has 
been actively in process by in- 
numerable —forbearances wilich 
hhave been shown by signatories to- 
ward Germany's disregard of the 
Treaty's provisions and misrepre- 
sentation of the obligations ac- 
cepted under them. Germany has 
consistently exploited her position 
fas a weaker nation to treat con- 
eessions as maliciously deferred 
rights, to manipulate rights for the 
purpose of sccuring advantages 
which, by solemn agreement, she 
forewent. It may be urged that her 
position was rendered dificult by 
the reluctance of France to accept 
essurances in place of solid action. 
Yet, looking back on the train of 
events and on the manifest 
eagerness of Great Britain to 
qustify Germany's bond fides, can 
France's hesitations be fairly 
criticized? No-one who has studied 
the currents of public opinion 
whether in Europe or America, can 
ignore the fact that the gradual 
education of nations in the realities 
of armed arguments has tended 
greatly to support Germany's valid 
‘Objections to the general tenour of 
of the Versailles Treaty. By the 
Tight of collective consullation and 
discussion, it seemed inevitable 





that, in the long run, a substantial 
measure of. remedial revision— 
‘complicated and long-drawn-out. 
though the effort might be— 
would be adopted. In pursuing 
this intention out of a genuine con- 
viction of the futility of war, Great 
Britain, no less than’ France, ran 
definite personal risks. If Ger- 
many's present mood—taken in 
conjunction with her ill-considered 
withdrawal from the League—is 
any guide, that tolerance has been 
treated by Jts beneficiary merely as 
a convenient inspiration for de~ 
veloping the cult of foree to the 
grave danger of European peace. 
"This frank exposition is given 
with no desire to ignore the con- 
tributions made by Hitlerite Ger- 
many to the reconstruction of a 
great nation. In Great Britain, at 
fall events, there is a firm belief in 
the genius of the German people 
and in their fundamental capacity 
{for neighbourliness. Inevitably the 
human mind cannot proceed entire- 
ly on the basis of conjectural 
optimism. The tree must be judged 
by its fruits. What can be ex- 
[pected of a nation which has, ap- 
parently, committed itself blindly 
'to the same shibboleths which, less 
‘than twenty years ago, plunged the 
world in a catastrophic conflict? 
With what — complacence can 
‘European statesmen embark on che 
task of initiating agreements when, 
on the threshold of that task they 
Jare confronted by flagrant—and 
‘blatantly confessed—breaches of 
agreements already in existence? 
Ig the validity of a promise to be 
‘automatically destroyed by the ef- 
fluxion of time, without the opera~ 
tion of any other factor? 


‘These questions are pertinent in- 
deed at this fateful juncture in a 
ong-maintained effort to solve the 
Jquestion of international arma- 
‘ments. ‘The situation is not neces~ 
sarily hopeless. Tt is serioysly jeo- 
pardized by the flippancy of certain 
Tecent German gestures, but Sir 
John Simon's speech at Swansea 
shows that he is worthily pre- 
jeerving the equable mind of the 
convinced exponent of reason and 
persuasion, in the face of the 
inister turn of events, While 
jevery sympathy must be felt 
with the German nation in the 
glow of what it is being led to believe 
is the revival of its manhood, such 
{false promises cannot be allowed 
to stand uncorrected. No power in 
the world to-day wants to deny to 
Germany the full stature which her 
great traditions and services to 
mankind deserve. She wrongs 
herself in imagining that the errors 
of Versailles can be remedied only 
by resort to the very force which, 
in the event, gave those errors 
birth, In 1914 she appealed to 
|Caesar—the Casar of armaments 
—and ‘the verdict went against 
her. Has she any ground for 
belioving that a reversal of that 
verdict can be secured by repeating 
}the appeal? Is not Sir John Simon 
right when he asserts that “there 
is no such thing as victory; every- 
fone is the loser”? Now that Ger~ 
many is hailing the re-imposition 
of compulsory military service with 
2 fervour of ill-turned patriotic 
passion, is it not timely to ask 
German parents whether they 
lightly dedicate their sons to the 
Jsame Moloch whose shadows still 
blight the world to-day and should 
unite former enemies in a de- 
termination to withhold any sacrifice 
to him in future? Herr Hitler 
himself has often asserted his con- 
vietion in that sense. Even now— 
and it fs a cheering sign in an 
otherwise’ gloomy _situation—the 
German Government _re-affirms 
fits loyalty to that view. Un- 
fortunately, the system, where 
[by the German people are now kept 
{informed of world opinion and cur- 
Fent happenings, precludes much 
confidence in the emergence of Ger- 
man public. opinion to strengthen 
Herr Hitler's reputed allegiance to 
the cause of peace. ‘Nevertheless 
Sir John Simon and Mr. Anthony 
Eden may be able to bring the 
cogency of their country's argu- 
ments to bear effectively on the 
Fithrer’s sense of patriotism and 
Jealousy for German good faith. 
‘The yawning chasm of European 
strife must surely deter anyone 
[claiming the name of statesman from 
}wilful rejection of any proposals 
which may align Germany honour- 
ably in the ranks of the peace- 
makers and, by invoking her equal 
partnership in a practical move- 
ment; toward collective action, 
ensure her own escape from the 
toils of a tragic madness. 





BRITISH DUTY 
‘March 19. 

‘The total foreign electorate of the 
International Settlement is just 
about 4,000. Of this, in round 
figures 1,300 votes are British, 900 
Japanese and 400 Americans. ‘Is it 
too ,much to. hope that in the 
forthcoming election British voters 
‘will abandon their usual apathy 
land show intelligent interest in 
municipal affairs by registering 
‘their votes? In the past they have 
compared very unfavourably with 
other communities in this respect. 
et their material interests are 
|great—far greater than those of any 
Jother foreign nationality. ‘There is 
Ino earthly reason why they should 
take a casual attitude of mock- 
{inferiority in thelr approach to 
Municipal affairs. It is true, of 
lcourse, that the elections are’ not 
[conducted on lines to which British 
[political experience is accustomed. 
‘There are no campaigns and the 
{dea of organizing a block national 
vote is somehow regarded as “all 
very well for the Japanese” and 
perhaps the Americans, but highly 
undignified for the British. This 
Jmay be due to laziness. It is often 
jexcused by a sort of superior at- 
titude toward the Council and its 
doings, accompanied by the unsup- 
ported belief that the nominees for 
Jelection are merely the spokesmen 
Jot “big business”. ‘This defeatism 
Jand ignorance combined does scant 
justice to the community itself and 
is absurdly fantastic to anyone who 
has even a bowing acquaintance 
‘with the work of Municipal Coun- 
cillors. The truth is that the 
British community has great in- 
fterests at stake in the elections. 
‘Those interests are seriously 
|damaged, to the eventual detriment 
of each individual British resident 
by the continued apathy displayed 
{in the elections. It Is not sufficient 
to be content to see five ‘British 
seats—to every one of which the 
Jcommunity is fully entitled—pre- 
cariously preserved by the pictu- 
esque intervention of some 
whimsleal genie. 
| The British community should 
mobilize its full voting resources 
‘with the clear intention of getting 
‘those British seats endorsed with 
jsuch emphasis that their intrinsic 
value in British eyes is established 
‘without the peradventure of a 
doubt. In no desire to make 
{journalistic capital out of a topical 
fevent is this exhortation given. 
‘Unless the British community in 
the mass shows that it really values 
{ts place in Shanghai and attaches 
importance to its interests here, 
there Is every prospect of finding 
lunpleasant interpretations placed 
Jon its crass apathy. ‘The arrange- 
ments for the election are simple. 
‘They involve the minimum of in- 
convenience to anyone possessed of 
the slightest spark of public spirit 
and it is positively scandalous, 
jon the polling day, to find only a 
beggarly handful of 35 per cent. 
of the British voting strength re- 
jcorded. This failure on the part 
fof so many British residents to 
do their duty fs all the more re- 
prehensible because the franchise 
implies an electorate of substantial 
civie importance. Boreover, the 
system under which elections are 
Mneld has been worked with con- 
siderable success by the leaders of. 
the community in the past. ‘The 
established convention vhich 
lenables the Council to receive two 
American and two Japanese re~ 
presentatives is really the product 
fof British statesmanship. That 
part of the task of securing appro- 
priate representation has—with oc- 
casional lapses—been admirably 
performed. But the apathy shown 
by the British voters has actually 
resulted in making this convention 
8 source of possible danger to 
British representation. In other 
words it has given quite unneces- 
sary importance to Japanese votes 
Inot_merely in their support of 
Japanese candidates but in their 
influence on the chances of other 
candidates. 

‘The Japanese can poll 80 per 
Jcent. of their voters. If the British 
Jcould achieve the same sense of 
[public duty they would be able to 
poll at Teast 1,000 votes and the 
Jeondition of late years when suc- 
leessful British candidates have in 
fa large measure owed thelr election 
to Japanese support -would be 
radically changed. ‘There is no 
possible ground for criticism of the 
Japanese. They have quite fairly 
used the power given to them 
junder the. franchise prevailing. 
Tn fact, the Japanese should 














be paid the sincere compliment of 
imitation by ensuring ‘that every 
British voter—unless he or she has 
]y_ valid excuse—goes “to the poll. 
This year there is an additional 
reason for stressing what should be 
‘an obvious obligation. The leaders 
fof the British community are un- 
}derstood to be recommending sup- 
port of the present British members 
who are standing again—Mr. H. E. 
Ambhold, Mr. W. P.-Lambe and Mr. 
J. H, Liddell—and of the two new 
candidates, Mr. V, St. J. Killery 
jand Mr. Harold Porter. Those five 
names—Amhold, Lambe, Liddell, 
Killery, Porter—carry British en- 
dorsement. To vote for any other 
is to be throwing away a British 
vote, albelt the recognized conven- 
tion which secures the due return 
Jof two American and two Japanese 
members must not be neglected, 
This is not the time for giving 
playful expression to personal 
idiosyncrasies or fancied grievances, 
bby abstention or wayward flirtation 
‘with trivialities. ‘The British stake 
/here is sound. It is honourable and 
worth preserving. The British 
name is good and it deserves to be 
‘upheld by all British voters in the 
‘only practical and logical manner: 
by giving firm unwavering support 
to candidates who command con- 
fidence and have a reasonable 
chance of being elected—the names, 
again, are Arnhold, Lambe, Liddell, 
Kullery, Porter. 


THE INCUBUS

‘The high cost of living in Shang- 
hai is pertinently emphasized at this 
lime of economic depression, 
‘Shanghailanders must sometimes 
[believe that the assessment of 
the amounts which they have to 
pay for their subsistence is based 
on the cynical philosophy of the 
[Comte d’Argenson who met the 
Abbe Guyot Destontain's plain- 
tive protest: “I must live”, with 
brag haha Neeckeaar 
However that may be, 
sotaaiashone writing with con- 
siderable personal knowledge, show 
how gallantly Shanghai faces the 
stiff figures presented by that part 
of its domestic budget which is 
known as “the cost of living” 
Economies arc discussed and. ef- 
fected. Luxuries disappear from 
the weekly or monthly account, 
untif the bedrock is reached. 
‘There still remain the unpleasantly 
hard facts of rent, to say nothing 
of those expenses on which a 
“Kitchen Economist” engagingly 
throws so vivid a light. It would 
be difficult in this column to at- 
tempt to refute that particular 
correspondent's arguments. She 
deals with a highly-specialized 
branch of the art of living. It is 
to be feared that she would 
instantly detect the fallacy in any 
Jay disquisition on housekeeping. 
Hee maiden incursion into print 
bears the marks of a formidable 
Jexperience which impels discreet 
Jand chivalrous refusal of an unequal 
contest. It must be left for the ap- 
propriate comment of other experts 
in her own line. Here it is suffi- 
lcient to observe that the recent 
movements of exchange have not, 
}s0 far, found as accurate a reflec- 
tion as they ought in the articles 
of consumption which keep Shang- 
fhailanders alive. No doubt this is 
due to an oversight which will be 
corrected. It certainly is not fair 
to throw on landlords the sole 
responsibility for tempering the 
wind to the shorn lamb. Landlords 
have to be baited and watered—to 
juse the expression of the stable. 
If they find that the amount re- 
‘quired to fill their bodily needs is 
sensibly declining in sympathy 
with the movements of exchange, 
who knows how ready they may 
be to pass on this benefit to their 
tenants in the form of a low rental 
bill? 

Indeed ‘rents are coming down. 
In the last few weeks voluntary 
reductions have been made by a 
number of house-owners. It is a 
process to be encouraged. The 
‘only question is whether the land- 
lords realize the importance of 
accelerating it. There is little 
doubt that in this acute depression 
the excessive preponderance of the 
rental charge in a family budget 
has come strongly into view. The 
truth is that conditions here have 
led to the imposition of rentals 
which have borne heavily on people 
of moderate means. No doubt 
houseowners have applied to their 
‘charges the normal operation of the 

















rules governing the use of capital 
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[and the return to be derived there- 
‘from, At the same time sight must 
not be lost of the fact that, while 
it would be probably unfair to ex- 
pect Shanghai to produce the 
“economic” rent of 10 per cent. of © 
the tenant's income, the ruling 
Agure 1s excessive, ranging, accord- 
jing to reliable information, from 
20 per cent. upwards. This state 
fof things assumes special import- 
‘ance at such a time as this. Tenants 
‘ore not inclined to ponder over the 
eatises which have facilitated truly 
generous rents for microscopic 
apartments or gingerbread villas. 
They feel strongly that “something” 
fhas to be done about it, ‘That is 
why those landlords who are 
already moving in the matter are 
wise. They would do well, how- 
lever, to consider whether, in thus 
meeting the temporary urge of the 
Aepression and, perhaps, coping 
with the competitive conditions 
jereated by recent construction, 
they are going far enough. This 
Journal would deprecate any ill- 
judged criticism of houseowners 
‘who, too often receive scant ree: 
cognition of their diMeulties and 
legitimate anxieties. Tt feels, that 
when the current uncertainties 
afford an opportunity for a serious 
review of the rental position, the 
problem should be subjected to 
more than provisional treatment, 
The depression is evoking on all 
sides definite attempts to ease the 
‘economic strain by dint of personal 
‘economy, retrenchment and other 
revisionary activities. The reduc- 
tion of rental to a less formidable 
figure in the family budget would 
have a remarkably tonic effect on 
‘the whole situation and might, in 
the long run, actually benefit the 
landlords as well as the tenants. 
‘The voluntary reductions already 
offered should, therefore, be made 
the inspiration for further effort in 
the same direction. It would be a 
form of prosperity insurance which 
might eventually assist in the 
rapid return of this city to its 
normal state of busy trading 
activity. Tt would be a sharp and 
effective cut applied to the gordian 
knot of Shanghai's present econo- 
‘mic dimculties. Objections that it 
might unduly affect land values 
‘cannot be overlooked. Yet it will 
be agreed by those who have 
studied recent movements that 
land values have to come under 
the influence of deflation in the 
ordinary course of Shanghai's 
emergence from the present crisis. 
Landlords who are reluctant to 
take the plunge should ask them- 
selves the meaning of the advertise- 
ments which have been appearing 
daily in these columns of late. 
They cannot indefinitely hold out 
against the pressure of economic 
verities. Surrender against thelr 
will is likely to prove a far more 
lexpensive action than graceful bow- 
ing to the inevitable as a volunt- 
ary contribution to the community's 
effort at recovery. Tt will be urged 
that other services should either 
follow suit or, perhaps, set the 
example, ‘The answer simply is 
this: rent plays such a predominant 
part in the citizen's economy that 
unless its rigours be mitigated first 
of all, other means of relief can 
with difteulty be put into ope 
tion. Moreover, a general reduc- 
tion in rental charges would auto- 
‘matically facilitate the easement of 
‘burdens in other directions. There 
would—or should—be a sym- 
pathetic downward movement the 
moment the incubus of excessive 
rents gave sans of weakening lt 
on Shanghai. That many 
Tandiords are ative to this point is 
clear from action which they have 
taken, ‘They should persevere in 
their well-doing, ascertain the possi- 
bilities of extending it and, above 
all, encourage its influence to spread 
through their whole order. 























SHANGHAI DREAMS 

‘March 15. 
Rapid development of industrial 
activity is the basic factor in the 
changes to which Shanghai's econ- 
comic fabric has been exposed in 
the last decade. Trade here means 
more than the important function 
of dealing with imports from 
abroad and exports from China to 
countries overseas. It is concern- 
ed, in ever increasing measure, 
with the handling of the produets 
of local factories, ‘The process of 
indusirialization has thus gone 
apace. Factory labour and 
transport workers, as well as small 











traders, form the hum&n element 
in this development and to the 
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general welfare of the community 
make a solid contribution. The 
current depression has told its tale 
with them, Since the Chinese 
New Year many factories failed to 
re-open. Among them were two 
of the largest cotton mills. The 
effort at reducing wages, in order 
to keep factories running, has 
been met by strikes. Curtailment 
of staffs has swollen the number of 
unemployed and, although definite 
statistics are unavailable, it is as- 
‘serted that, unless a marked im- 
proveent ‘soon occurs, the num- 
ber of workless in the whole of 
Shanghai—as comprised in the 
three municipal areas—may easily 
exceed 50,000. The gravity of} 
the problem requires little em~ 
phasis. The community, obviously, 
is much affected by the economic 
condition of its large industrial 
population, ‘That is why the report 
of the Shanghai Municipal Couneil 
on the state of the industries in 
the International Settlement com- 
mands special attention at this 
‘moment, ‘The events of 1984 show- 
ed a satisfactory disposition on the 
art of factory owners to co-operate 
with the Council's officers in 
dealing with certain aspects of 
factory organization. This applies 
especially to the investigation of 
accidents, In their own interests 
‘and, on the more creditable ground 


of ‘practical solicitude for em- 
ployees’ welfare, some factory~ 
owners have ‘shown willing- 


ness to take * precautions against 
accidents and the establish 
ment, between them and the 
‘officials, of the bond of a common 
policy ‘in preventing catastrophes 
is a notable achievement, 

‘The problem of reconciling 
the views of the Munictpal Council 
and the City Government of Shang- 
hai on the regulation of industrial 
conditions has yet to be solved. 
The Council has steadily con- 
solidated its own internal ma 
chinery without, apparently, pre- 
Judicing the amicable discussion of 
the basle question of a unified 
policy. In this way valuable and 
‘essential spade-work has been ex- 
ecuted, such as the survey of 
factories with the object of as- 
certaining the needs of industry 
regarding drainage, sanitation, 
safety of buildings, ‘the use of 
hazardous goods ‘and the like. 
‘Thus when an agreement has been 
reached—and on that point both 
authorities should be made to feel 
the pressure of public opinion— 
‘the ground will be well prepared 
for effective regulation. The Coun- 
cll has officially ventured to be 
hopeful on the long-standing issue 
of the administration of the “Out- 
side Roads”. On traffic matters it 
is now able to. rely on inler- 
municipal consultation, ‘The ex- 
tension of this combination of 
compromise and co-operation’ 
should provide the key to the solu- 
ttion of the factory inspection prob- 
Jem. In the light of the pressing 
importance of the proper regula~ 
tlon of industry and its far-reach- 
{ing effects on the life of the whole 
community, further delay in 
reaching an agreed settlement must 
be regarded as highly discreditable 
to those entrusted by the public 
with the conduct of Shanghai's af- 
fairs. Stimulus should be found 
in the remarkable strides made in 
developing co-operation between 
‘the Council and other bodies. Thus 
the report includes—for the first 
time in China—an analysis of in- 
dustrial accidents, classified accord- 
ing to causes and trades. It lacks 
completeness because of the pres~ 
ent inability to enforce com- 
pulsory notification. Yet, with the 
help of hospital authorities—even 
at the cost of extra expense and 
Tabour to those organizations— 
‘these valuable statistics have been 
obtained. “Go thou and do like- 
wise” might be the gentle injune- 
tion issued to the negotiators of 
political compacts, although it 
‘must at onco be observed that the 
difficulties confronting those ami- 
able men on both sides are all too 
sadly appreciated. 

‘The analysis of accidents, indeed, 
cogently illustrates the need for 
effective regulation and should, in 
itself, spur even the most reluctant 
diplomat to activity. Incomplete 
as the figures are they show that 
poor ‘electrical installations have 
more to do with fatalities than 
would be tolerated in properly 
regulated industry. Accidents on

In ministering to 
the worker's knowledge of the 
dangers to be avoided, admirable 
work has been done'in the Coun- 
jeil's offices by means of practical 
demonstrations to group meetings 
of owners: Industrial hygiene and 
the causes of.lead-poisoning have 
received collaborative attention. 
‘The Workshops Engineer of the 
Couneil has been able to assist the 
‘small factory owner by assisting 
in the design of safety devices.

On this point special interest arises 
from the construction by private 
enterprise of a new type of work- 
shop built on the unit plan so as 
to mect the needs of the smaller 
as well as the larger concern, 
Thirty-one workshops have been 
erected on these lines.

When 
‘the conditions governing the in- 
dustrialization of Shanghai are 
taken into account—with all their 
social, racial and political com- 
Plications—the Council's ability to 
record such solid progress, in the 
removal of deadwood and in clear- 
ing the way for reform, reflects 
great credit on the departments.

‘To-day, Shanghai's dreams are 
troubled with the grim nightmare 
of the depression. ‘They cannot 
altogether be free of cheering 
visions of future expansion.

‘The eriticism to. which Mr. 
Altlee gave the weight of his au- 
thority included "the contention 
that the publication of the British 
Government's defence proposals 
had. prejudiced the forthcoming 
discussions with Germany. It is 
easy to imagine what charges 
would have been levelled against 
British good faith, if Sir John 
Simon had reserved publication 
until after ‘his visit to Berlin, 
‘Whether the reference in the White 
Paper to Germany's re-armament 
was couched in sufficiently tactful 
language, must be largely a matter 
of opinion and judgment after 
examining the specific words Used. 
It is alleged to have aroused some 
feeling “in Germany, but | Mr. 
Baldwin's insistence on the value 
‘of absolute frankness is as per~ 
tinent to. international as to na- 
Uonal relationships. There are 
those who, looking back on the 
Gebacle of 1914, hold the view that 
hhad the successive British Govern- 
ments of the day been frank in 
their definition of Great Britals's 
defence needs both to. their own 
nation and to the world at large, 
the fatal breach for which the 
world is now paying 30 heavily 
might have been averted. “More 
over itis refreshing to Gnd 
that Great Britain can now com- 
mand leadership which is not 
afraid to tell democracy the truth. 
Much of the trouble in the world 
to-day is due to the suppression of 
free institutions by which nations 
jean form accurate judgment on the 
factions of their Governments. In 
Great Britain this muzzling of 
opinions has fortunately not been 
adopted, although it has a perverted 
if United form of expression in the 
feurious acrobatics of certain gramo- 
[phone press magnates. When Mr. 
‘Attlee and his friends concentrate 
criticism on the Government's 
[defence policy without admitting 
the plain facts of recent history in 
the world outside, they are im- 
plicitly encouraging the very tech 
nique of “secret diplomacy” against 
which they profess to be ranged in 
the interests of peace. The Labour 
Party may “loathe militarism” but 
it has not the monopoly of that 
generous emotion. Until the ma- 
fhinery for collective peace-con- 
struction is completely inclusive, 
militarism cannot be successfully 
met by the mere process of elimin- 
ating all means to oppose its 
ultimate expression, 

‘These objections to the Labour 
vote of censure do not undervalue 
the deep sense of humiliation 
‘which assails all thinking men and 
women when they observe how 
sadly the roseate visions of 1919 
have faded. Despite the frantic 
appeal to nationalist prejudices 
which have so gravely imperilled 
international amity, to say nothing 
‘of economic recovery, in recent 
years, itis satisfactory to note that 
the fundamental principles of peace 
preservation are vivid influences in 
the public life of many nations to- 
ay. Candour impels recognition 
‘of the unfortunate fact that the 
‘blame for much of the failure of 
‘world-statesmanship must be laid 
at the door of the very internation 
alism to which the hopes of peace- 
lovers were pinned. So far from 
‘being a source of comradeship, that 
movement in its extreme guises, 
hhas sought to stir up hatred and 
particularly the hatred of class pre- 
judice. It has tried to tear down 
the nobler qualities of patriotic 
selflessness and to replace them by 
fanatical exploitation of servile 
mass-cupidity. ‘The root of this 
perversion of a worthy ideal has 
Jain in an ill-conceived disregard 
of human limitations and a com- 
plementary denial of those spiritual 
‘and moral forces without which 
either men nor nations can exist. 
‘The correction of these errors has, 
necessarily, exposed the world’s 
sanity to other dangerous experi- 
ments in folly. Thus the stage has 
been over-crowded with the con- 
flicting energies of builders, des- 
troyers, recreators and rebuilders 
in a positive medley of obscurant 
and empirical fervour. In such a 
plight the part of wisdom is to 





hold fast to facts and judge theories 
in that light alone. There is no 
reason for believing that the 
‘ground gained has been irrevo- 
cably lost. It is rather “desirable 
to proceed in the conviction that 
it can be best consolidated by 
jeautious adherence to proved 
‘methods of statesmanship, in sup- 
port of which proved measures of 
defence must not be neglected. A 
new world cannot be constructed 
in a vacuum. Tt cannot find a 
place where national freedom is 
not. Until national freedom is 
completely secured by a really 
‘comprehensive system of inter- 
national co-operation, it has to 
depend in the last resort on ade- 
‘quate measures of defence. On that 
principle the British Government's 
Policy rests. From the integrity 
of the British Empire British 
statesmen derive their authority for 
continuing to persevere in the 
gradual development of an ultim- 
ately four-square foundation of the 
world’s peace. And even the 
obedient members of the Labour 
Party who followed Mr. Attlee into 
the lobby on Monday evening, 
‘would be unwilling to face the 
future if those considerations were 
ignored. 


RECOVERY TECHNIQUE 
March 14. 

There can be little doubt that, 
‘apart from the settlement of the

nation at his back. Yet it is easy 
to imagine a rapid deterioration in 
this support, if the next few 
months do not dear the fruit ex- 
pected by confident admirers of 


the New Deal. The breach be- 
[tween the Administration and the 
bankers. has been apparently 
healed. It must be confessed that 
‘Mr. Roosevelt faces the ques- 
‘tions now propounded to him by. 
the situation, he will either have 
to continue’ running counter to 
sound banking opinion or he will 
have to risk his popularity by 
bringing the Government's policy 
more into line with orthodoxy, 
‘One way seems to lead to finan- 
jeial disaster: the other to complete 
loss of political reputation. The 
way of the New Deal has ac- 
customed the President and his 
advisers to the delicate process of 
‘steering a course between Scylla 
and Charybdis, but ability in 
maintaining this agile seamanship 
is not inexhaustible, The welter of 
control and adjustments now form- 
ing a part of the Administration's 
routine presents enormous difficul- 
tles to those who seek to assess 
the actual point of recovery 
reached. The danger of making 
further changes in economic rela- 
tionships in order to dispose of 
obstacles suddenly encountered is 
becoming clearer each day. Yet 
the Government is committed to 
the task of preserving equilibrium 
and having produced a thoroughly 
bewildering set of complexities, it 
may not find it possible to temper 
control, much as it might like to 
pay that tribute to the hard facts 
of the situation, 

Here in China, where the merits 
of proposals for “doing something” 











to cope with a currency and finan- 
cial crisis are being busily 


yeanvassed, it may be opportune to 


refer toa recent authoritative 


‘commentary -on this aspect of 
President Roosevelt's policy. Last 
month’s review of the National 
City Bank of New York contains 
the following apposite observa~ 
tions: 

It is regrettable that ono effect 
of the assumption of authority by 
the Government over economic 
relationships has been to make 
‘many people believe that the Gov- 
ernment is primarily responsible 
for prosperity. Under normal 
conditions industry, trade and 
Dusiness of all kinds are carried 
on by the people without much 
governmental intervention. The 
felations involved are those of 
persons or groups to other persons 
‘or groups, and are determined by 
‘themselves. ‘The responsibility for 
adjusting the relations when they 
become disturbed falls on indivi 
uals, who under the pressure of 
distress have the strongest possible 
incentive to make the necessary 
corrections. "The Government is, 
undoubledly in a position to facl- 
tate the adjustments, and in 
times of great disorder should 
properly endeavour to do so, But 
when the Government assumes the 
responsibility, and individuals 
‘count upon’ ‘administrative policy 
to get them out of thelr troubles, 
they are not likely to make as ef- 
fective efforts on thelr own part to 
Ket the system in order. On the 
contrary, they tend to seek shelter 
from the necessity for painful 
readjusiments. ‘Those who enjoy 
or believe they enjoy special ad- 
vantages, such as arbitrarily fixed 
money wages or prices, seek the 
support of the Government in pre- 
gecving them, and others appeal to 















Mr. Roosevelt may have read those 
words with rueful glances at his 
advisers. Had he been able :to 
confront some of his “brain trust” 
with that sound piece of economic 
‘wisdom two years ago, perhaps his 
present popularity might not be so 
great, but the risk of losing what 
popularity he had gained would not 
be the menacing phantom that it 
appears to be to-day. 

Indeed it is now pointed out 
that the recent improvement in 
dusiness recorded in America is 
the fourth “upward swing” since 
the world depression reached its 
nadir in the middle of 1932. The 
three previous upward movements 
were, it is declared, checked by 
political intrusions. In the autumn 
‘of 1932 the Presidential clection 
‘and the controversy over war- 
debts were the adverse factors. In 
1933 the second improvement was 
subject to the excessive strain of 
speculative activities and to the 
uncertainties created “by arbitrary 
‘alterations in economic relation- 
ships and by monetary experi- 
mentation”. Last September a 
third improvement was wrecked 
"on the barrier of increased 
costs and prices and other mal- 
adjustments” and 
hensions in regard 
Govern: 
And the argument is cogently made 
that if this fourth turn of the tide 
is to be given ils full value, the 
mistakes of the past have to be 
recognized and corrected by co- 
operation. At the present time 
these observations seem to afford 
‘a salutary object-lesson to China, 
There has been so much discus- 
sion of possible expedients which 
might be adopted to solve the 
monetary crisis here that the im- 
pression of relying on Government 
action is discernible in quarters 
where, normally, such an attitude 
of dependence would be far to 
‘seek. Serious though the aspect 
of affairs may be, it is quite prob- 
able that a policy of masterly in- 
activity would be the best which 
the Government could adopt. It 
would enable economic forces to 
exert their correcti well as 
their eventually healing influence 
without the disadvantage of carry- 
img experimental checks imposed, 
as they necessarily must be im- 
posed, without any real cortainty 
of the resulls likely to accrue from

see it”, Buckle's appointment in 1884 
fon the death of ‘Thomas Chenery 
constituted a reversion to “The 
‘Times policy of » appointing young 
editors. "John Walter It had been 26, 
Barnes 92 and Delane 23, Buckle was 
29, “He soon made his mark in en 
‘couraging the formation of the Liberal 
Unionist Party under Lord Hartington 
(afterwards Duke of Devonshire) and 
Joseph Chamberlain. He directed the 
‘paper's strong hostility to Parnell and 
to the Gladstonian Home Rule Bill, 
although by the revelation of the fact, 
that the “Piggott” letter attributed 
by “The Times” to Parnell was a 
forgery, his campaign received an 
accidental set-back which, however, 
was not more than of dramatic im- 
portance for the Parnell Commission 
Substantiated most of the charges 
made by “The Times" against the 
Irish lender. ‘There followed the 
spacious days of the late Victorian 
id. Edward and on retire. 
ment, shortly King George V 
came to the throne, Buckle devoted 
himself characteristically and with 
no little distinction to the biographical 
task of completing —-Monypenny’s 
“Life of Disraeli” and editing the 
“Lettors of Queen Victoria”, As befitted 
‘scholar of Winchester and New 
College, Oxford, Buckle invested his 
Iabours with much literary skill and 
charm and, apart from the anonymity 
of his writings in “The Times", those 
books stand on the shelves in witness 
to his profound knowledge of affairs 
and gifts of political discernment. 





























GREECE'S TROUBLES 


‘The revolution in Greece seems to 
have been effectively suppressed. At 
this distance it is dimeult to under- 
stand how this storm so suddenly 
arose in the Balkans, susceptible 
‘though that arena is 10 unpremedi- 
tated upheavals.

According to very reliable sources| 
it appears that China has lost an~ 
other large slice of territery during 
the last year. ‘There seems to be no 
doubt whatever that the vast territory | 
of Chinese Turkestan (Sinkiang) has| 
fallen completely under the control 
‘of Soviet Russia, with the exception 
of the south-west corner round Kash 
ar. 

In 1992 Governor Chin of Sinkiang 
was overthrown by a revolt of ihe 
White Russian troops, be 
cause he showed too’ strong leanings | 
towards the Reds. if that was the 
true reason, the Whites would seem 
fo have done themselves little good. 
For after Chin's flight to Russia and 
back to China, the ‘of 
the province was given to a civilian 
‘official called “Liu "who having no| 
troops of his own had to place. him- 
jgelf under the protection of “Sheng 
Shih-tsal who commanded the Man- 
churian troops. ‘These were the rem- 


nants of Ma’ Chan-shan's famous 
Jarmy which after its fight with the 
Japanese on the Nonni River in North 


[Manchuria in 1931 had retreated into 
‘Russian territory and later entered | 
‘Sinklang from the North via Chu- 
gulchak. As they were the only 
Chinese force in the whole province 
that was properly armed and trained, 
‘Sheng Shih-isal—a Japanese-returned 
student, by the way—became thus de 
facto governor of Sinkieng. 

In 1933 Ma Chung-ying, one of the 
numerous {reebooters who were al- 
tempting to usurp the government of 
[Chinese ‘Turkestan, and a source of 
conslant trouble, advanced on Urum- 
ehi with his mixed forees of Chantus 
and Kangu Mahommedans. He was 
‘defeated by the Manchurian troops| 
Under Sheng and driven back to) 
‘Turfan and Hamil, In this connection | 
it is interesting to note that, when 
Mr, Lo Wen-kan paid his fying visit

In response they threw open the

There is, however, one. condition 
attached, and that is ‘that ‘a -house 
must be put up within six monthe 
of purchase, or the land reverts back 
to the Municipality. The banks are 
making loans on easy terms to onv 
requiring thelr help and the result i= 
that a miniature town hes sprung un 
‘where six months ago bamboo groves 
tnd open flelds were flourishing. 

The district covers the better part 
ofa. square mile and. is roughly 
entagonal. Avery broad road—90 
feet overall—surrounds this area

fire mainly radiate from four circuses,

rower, though very adequate, 
width. Their construction, still in 
Progress, “is excellent, with good 
Toundations and ample stone ‘sur- 
facing.

silver dollars. Not only has the value 
fof the yuan fallen but prices of food- 
stuffs continue to rise, bread having 
risen 25 per cent, ina month, {rom 
eight to elght fen per pound. Meat

and game, This is very hard on the 
oorer classes whose food consists 
[very much of vegetables and kaoliang, 
‘while those who want to send money 
home to relations in China find that 
they now have to pay a heavy pre- 
‘mium on their eemittances,

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MORE BANDITRY 


Ten Japanese Motor Trucks Captured: Thirteen 
Persons Take -Captive 


Frost Qun Owx Conzsrowoexr 


Harbin, Mar. 9. 
‘News has reached Harbin of bandit 
‘outrages down the Sungari River near 
‘the Sansin rapids, ten motor trucks 
being robbed of their cargoes and thir- 
teen men taken captive, of which three 
Were Japanese and ‘ten Russians. 
‘There were two attacks by bandits, 
sald to be about 100 strong, very well 
armed and evidently fully ‘acquainted 
with the contents of the trucks. 

According to information received 
the flest attack occurred at 5am. on 
March 6 about 100 bandits lying in 
ambush near the bank of the river, 
‘and opening fire as soon as the trucks 
came within. range of their rifts. 
‘The, transport consisted of three 
trucks driven by Russian chauffeurs, 
who had with them a Japanese 
servant of the Kokusai Unio Trans. 
Port Co, and three Manchurian 
‘merchants, ‘The bandits captured the 
whole lot and forced the chauffeurs 
{0 drive to a village not far from the 
river. After “questioning thelr 
prisoners, they locked them up in a 
‘but, taking all their clothes away 
from them to prevent any chance of 
escape. However, the three Russian 
chauffeurs managed to escape from 
the hut in which they were placed 
separate from the others, and run 
ning perfectly naked to’ the main 
road, ‘there found some Japanese 
soldiers who were on thelr way 10 
Sansin. 

‘Thiee hours later another group of 
bandits attacked a larger. tranzport 
of seven trucks belonging to the same 
Japanese company, “capturing "one 
Japanese servant and seven Russian 
chauffeurs. All that is known re 
garding this capture is. that the 
trucks were driven off to. some 
village and nothing 's yet known of 
what was the fate of, those captured. 

‘The third attack was on a motor 
cor in which one of he Kokusal Unio 
servants, a Japanese was driving from 
Harbin to Sansin and in this case he 
was taken captive and apparently 
Jocked up in some hut with the other 
‘two Japanese captured’ earlier, 

Tt is quite probable that ail the 
prisoners wil be released at a- near 
date, the bandits being more interest= 
ed in securing the goods in the 
motor trucks rather than ‘prisoners, 
unless ransoms con be got for the 
latter, 

‘Tho above three cases of banditry 
occurred down the river but there 
hhave also been cases of banditry on 
the Lafa-Harbin rallway line and in 
connection with this, the superinten- 
dent of police in the Wachang die 
trlet “has been arrested, it having 
come to ligut that while carrying on 
his dutles as police superintendent, 
he has at the same time been the 
leader of @ bandit gang for several 
years, giving all the necessary in 
Tormation to enable the robbers to 
work in safety... 

‘Another Assault Incident 

Yesterday morning a crowd gather- 
ed at the corner of the main street 
‘opposite the Moderne Hotel. as a 
Manchu policeman was beating & 
Young Russian, who had done nothing 
wrong excepting that he had driven 
‘his cart on to the Kitalskaya against 
regulations. Being a newcomer he ex- 
pitined that he aid not know about 
this, but the policeman started beat 
ing’ him "severely. Some person 
telephoned to the ‘police station, a 
superintendent and several detectives 
coming quickly to the spot, and as 
soon as the policeman became aware 
of this fact, he jumped on a motor 
car and disappeared. The young man 
was very severely hurt and had to 
be taken to the police First Ald 
Refuge. Investigations are ‘to be 
‘made ‘and the Manchu policeman 
severely punished, 

‘Through a reporter of a local new: 
Paper the terrible privation of some 
Russions in Harbin has been exposed. 
Quite lately ‘a young Russian man 
Was arrested for some offence, and 
a8 he was the wage earner for his 
wife and little daughter, they were 
left unprovided for. ‘The reporter 
found them in a miserable cold 
house, without food, with almost no 
Clothing and without a stick of fuel. 
This is no isolated case, stories of 
the same kind being heard every 
day, yet the cinemas and cabarets 
‘are’ full of people spending money 
‘and gambling goes ‘on in. certain 
places for sums that’ would feed 
hundreds of people every day. 

‘The weather continues to be 
surprisingly warm for this season of 
the year, the sun having such an ef- 
fect on the river ice that it is quite 
possible the navigation will open 
‘much earlier than usual. " Steamers 
and barges are being painted and 
repaired in great haste £0 as to be 
ready for departure as soon as the ice 
breaks up.

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BIG BOND ISSUE PROPOSAL DISCUSSED 


Chinese Plan to Relieve Local Situation: Property 
Owners Discuss $500,000,000 Scheme 


An interesting plan to relieve the 
monetary situation ‘in Shanghai was| 
discussed at a meeting of 50 leading 
Chinese property owners held at the 
residenoe of Mr. Chen Ling-sun, 1550 
‘Bubbling Well Road, on Sunday atter- 
noon’ when a now. organization, 
known as the Commercial and Eeono- 
‘mie Association, was formed. | The 
plan involves the issue of $500,000,000 
{in bonds and although the subject| 
was thoroughly. discussed no action| 
is belng taken for the time being. 

It was proposed that the Govern.| 
‘ment should establish a title deeds| 
depository where the new. bonds| 
would be issued in exchange for: 
mortgages on property. In order to 
‘make the bonds legal tender and 
generally negotiable, like banknotes, 
Kt waa considered necessary to have| 
60 per cent, cash reserve, in other 
words, $200,000,000, in addition to 40 
per cont, title deeds securities 

Main Obstacle 

‘The despatch of a petition to the 
Government, asking it to act on this 
scheme, was held up pending a solu- 
ton of the question as to the securing 
‘of the cash reserve, which forms the 
ehiot obstacle to the originators ot 
{this plan. At the close of the meet-| 
ang, ‘a time mit. of four days was 
iiven’ to the members in which to| 
think out ways and means af over-| 
‘coming this obstacle, 

‘Aithough there was no opposition 
to the echeme, two members 
James Lee ard Mr. Shen Dien-sin, 
‘advised caution and careful deliber 
Yon of the matter before definite 
steps were taken. A more optimistic 
view was taken by another member, 
Who reported that the plan had been 

wwourably recelved by native bank- 
fers. He further claimed thay certain 
members of torelgn-style banks had 
declared it workable

Burgess said the records of ‘his 
organization showed a total of about 
5,000,000, of ‘which one-third ‘were 
in ‘China. Of the Chinese lepers, 
most were In South China. 

“Tt would be interesting to learn 
how far the various governments can 
provide housing for, lepers,” Mr. 
Burgess continued. “tn China, cer~ 
tainly, it is impossible for the ‘Gov- 
ernment end private welfare institu 
ons. to establish homes forall 
lepers. “It would be desirable how- 
ever, to put them on the land and 
thus’ try to make them self-support- 
Ing. There is also a need for leprosy 
clinies in the rural sections, where 
the disease predominates.” 

‘Mr. Burgess will sail for the United 
States in the ss. Empress of Japan 
fon March 25, after a visit to Nanking.

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REAL FISH STORIES 
BY NATURALIST 


Walking Fish, Flying Snakes, 
Amazon Manatees 


Commenting on the marvellous 
radio connection between China and 
America and the proposed seaplane 
service, and remarking to the press 
‘on Monday (Mar. 11) on the Presi 
Gent Hoover that he had spent. six 
‘months in Patagonia without ever 
‘hearing of the Spanish-American War. 
Prof, Albert E. Coburn of Los Angeles 
gave a vivid and dramatic account 
of some of his finds as a naturalist. 

‘Among them were the walking 
catfish, “the flying snake, ond the 
method by which natives of the 
Amazon smother fish in order to catch 
them. ‘Such wonders he discovered 
1800 miles up the great river. 

‘The walking catfish, he went on to 
say, is really an amphibious flsh, 
which at times prefers muddy 
‘swamps and earth to the water. Over 
f period of generations this catfish 
has developed organs, which permit- 
ted it to. live on land. When. the 
Amazon overflowed, they would often 
‘be left behind in’ pools, apparently 
miles from the main river. Their 
fins, extended and toughened became 
temporary erutches and they would 
hop along at comparatively good 
speeds. ‘They also have developed 1 
tortoise-shell appearing skin, which 
resisted the atlacks of tropical birds. 

‘The natives of the Amazon have: 
found a method of smothering fish 
while in their native habitat, ‘They 
will grind to powder a certain wood 
and spread it in quantities over the 
still parts of the stream. Eventually 
the fish will come to the surface and 
will be caught in nets, but the natives 
have to be quick, added Mr, Coburn, 
‘or the fish would’ got away. 

‘The flying snake was in reality 9 
misnomer; 
the natives’ dialect, 
der it more of a scorpion with a 
three-to-four inch barbed beak, which 
Indicted a serious but not dangerous 
wound, when the insect struck, i 
the Amazon there were as many as 
53 varieties of catfish and 500 varle- 
‘ties of fresh water fish, he said

With the arrival in Shanghai on 
Saturday morning of the after half of 
the ss. Kian, which ran aground at 
Tungchow on January 11, there was 
completed one of the engineering 
‘triumphs of the decade, it being one 
of the rarest of salvage jobs to bring 
'a ship into port after it has been cut 
in half, ‘The Shanghai Tug & Lighter 
Co. and the subsidiary company, the 
jFar Eastern Salvage Co., conducted 
[the operations during the past two, 
‘months, with Mr, M. L. Rubin in 
charge. 

It will be recalled that it was at 
first thought the Kian had run 
‘aground on the mud, but subsequent 
|investigations showed she had broken 
fher back on a sub-surface rock pro- 
jtruding from — Tungchow Island. 
‘Later, she was declared a “constru 
tive total loss,” the owners abandon- 
jing the vessel. 


Clever Salvage Work 


‘Two weeks ago that day, the 
forward section "of the Kian wi 
towed into port by the tug Saucy. 
She was taken to Lunghua and made 
ast to a trawler. Almost to. the 
Jhour—about seven minutes ditfer- 
lence—the Saucy brought in the other 
hhalf, which contained the engines anid 
Jabout 300 tons of assorted cargo. In 
lsalving this portion, the crew of the 
jsalvage tug Argonaut had consider- 
jably more trouble. Fiestly, the 
Jwreckage was under the surface and 
lying at an angle of 30 degrees on 
the edge of the jetty. Because the 
Jeargo could not be removed handily 
land so much mud had settled inside, 
loperations were slower. When the 
bulkheads were known to be hold- 
Ing, the command was given to pump 
water out. Fortunately for those 
Jconcerned, this operation was con- 
ducted slowly.

Floating Restaurant Opened 
to the Public 


Spacious, bright and airy, the 
double-decker pontoon at the Peking 
Road ‘Jetty, which has been in use 
by. the City Government's Ferry 
Service since January 28, was offici- 
ally opened on Saturday” morning 
Several hundred prominent "foreign 
land Chinese residents, including Gen 
‘Wu Te-chen, the Mayor, visited the 
place in response to the administr 
tion's invitation between 10 a.m, und 
‘noon,

Occupying half of the space on the 
upper deck 1s an up-to-date bar and 
restaurant which should prove to be 
a striking innovation, particularly 
among those who frequent the Bund, 
‘The restaurant has a seating capacity 
‘of 130 persons, and was open to the 
public that day. 

Built ata cost of $120,000, the 
structure, which is the first of its 
kkind in ‘Shanghai, has a floor space 
‘of 160 by 30 feet and stands more 
than 22 feet above water. Connected 
to the shore by two bridges, it has 
2 separate entrance and a separate 
‘exit 50 88 to prevent confusion be- 
tween the embarking and disembark- 
ing passengers. 

‘Teattle Outlets 

‘The pontoon is made the more 
attractive by the tramc outlets made 
‘on shore by the P.W.D. Here a turn- 
Ing area, horse-shoe in shape, has ben, 
built. Th the centre of this area is 
fan electric lamp post surrounded by 
Plants. The arrangments will not 
ppleaso the aesthetic sense but will 
‘serve the practical purpose of con- 
alderably relieving traffic congestion 
both on the river’ and on shore. 

‘The ground floor of the pontoon is 
eecupied by a booking office, two 
‘waiting rooms, one of which is for 
eross-river ferry passengers, an 
exchange shop, ® mess room for 
employees, and a lavatory. Running 
the entire’ Iength of the pontoon is a 
promenade facing the river, which is 
partitioned off from the walling 
rooms by sliding doors so as to 
separate the disembarking from the 
embarking passenger 

‘The booking office is situated near 
the enteance, ‘while a large portion 
fof the middie floor space is devoted 
to, the two waiting rooms equipped 
with fountains which will” supply 
hhot toa free of charge to passengers. 
‘The waiting room: for long distance 
ferry passengers can accommodate 
400 persons, while that for the cross- 
river ferry service can hold 200 per- 
sons. The lavatory, which is white: 
‘tiled, is separated from the waiting 
Fooms by a passage for disembarking 
passengers, while the mess room is 
situated at the right hand corner, 
facing the river. Separating the 
mess" room and the lavatory is a 
staircase which leads to the restaur- 
fant on the upper floor. The ex- 
change shop is under a separate 
staircase on the left side whieh leads 
to the booking office for saloon 
passengers on the'top floor. 

Upper Floor Accommodation 

‘The upper floor houses a general 
office for the Ferry Service and 
waiting room for approximately 130 
saloon passengers. ‘Next to the room 
is a passage in apple green colour. 
lined with potted plants. At the 
side of the passage, which leads to 
the restaurant and bar, are a cloak 
room and a kitchen.” Tables and 
chairs are placed on the verandah in 
front’ of the restaurant so that 
Patrons ‘may enjoy sunshine and 
Fiver breezes. Facing the river 
are, two collapsible doors for em- 
barking and disembarking saloon 


passongers. 

Constructed by the Ho Hsing 
Engineering and Shipbuilding Works, 
the pontoon is encased in steel 
plates and is insulated against heat, 
However, many windows allow of 
uMicient’ ventilation and light on 
both floors. Electric fans and a cen- 
tral heating system are installed. In 
the restaurant alone, 500 concealed 
lamps provide lighting.

DOCTORS AND THE HEALTH OF THE PUBLIC 


Dr. Wu Lien-teh on Contributions of the Private 


Dr. Wu Lien-teh, Director of the 
National Quarantine Service, gave an 
interesting address at the’ National| 
‘Medical College, 373 Avenue Haig, on 
Saturday afternoon before a crowded 
International gathering’ of  Shanghal| 
‘medical practitioners, health officials, 
laboratory expert and. senior stu 
dents of the College. Dr. Wu pune- 
tuated his scholarly address” by 
drawing upon his wide knowledge of| 
history as’ well as unrivalled exper- 
ence in medical researeh and ad: 
‘ministration, 

He began by referring to the| 
pioneer work done by leaders in 
Great Britain, France, Germany and 
the United States. Of these England| 
easily came first, though the credit 
did “not lle entirely with medica} 
men. For instance, Sir Edwin Chad~ 
wick, who as Secretary of the Poor 
Law’ Commission, achieved so. much 
for public health in the early days 
}was a layman, whilst Charles Simon 
(a mere clerk) used his unrivalled| 
Knowledge of mathematics for the 
‘study of vital statistics for the im- 
rovement of housing and control of 
Aiscases. Again Sir Humphrey Davy| 
was a chemist and in the safety lamp| 
named after him was responsibie for 
saving thousands of lives annually in| 
the coal mines, “Michael Faraday, the 
Physicist, introduced the faradic ‘cur- 
Fent for the beneft of humanity, 

National Health Insurance 

Turning to the immediate task of 
the private practitioner in relation 
to public Realth, the lecturer deseri| 
bed the success of the National 
Health Insurance Act introduced into 
England in 1911 by Mr. Lloyd George, 
then Chancellor of the Exchequer. 
By this Act 15,000 out of 40,000 
medical practitioners of Great Britain 
Jolned in a co-operative scheme, with 
the help of the state, for the medical 
supervision of 15 million people (4e.| 
one-third of the entire population). 
‘These insured persons came to their 
chosen doctor for medical advice and 
medicines, including prevention and| 
treatment! Although at first the| 
scheme met with most bitter opposi- 
tion from the doctors themselves, led 
by the British Medical Association, 
they soon came to appreciate the 
wisdom of the Act, for by joining in 
the panel system they were assured| 
of a considerable income and were] 
saved the trouble of preparing bills, 
making out accounts, waiting for 
lunpald fees, swearing at bad debts, 
and given all sorts of professional| 
safeguards, 

‘This is certainly a case where the| 
lay administrator could help tne| 
Selentife man to choose wisely for 
hhis own benedt. Could they follow 
this policy of National Health Insur- 
ance in China? It must be remem- 
bered that there are only about 15,000 
practitioners of all grades of western 
medicine in this country among | 
Population of 450,000,000, of whom 
‘only 2,000 belong to the official Chi- 
‘nese Medical Association. Thanks 19| 
the conservatism of Chinese families 
the old system of practice is still 
largely resorted to, and Dr. Wu had 
no hesitation in saying that out of 
every eight sick persons only one will 
approach a scientific man for medical 
advice. Besides, the new medical pro- 
fession of China is still not organized 
or. united sufficiently to with stan 
the pressure of arbitrary minded 
Dersons. Further, of the total number 
of practitioners,” perhaps are 
confined to the ports, there being 
exceedingly few able men and 
women distributed among the vast 
expanse of land in the interior. 

Co-Operation in China 

In the lecturer's opinion, the private 
practitioner and the health ‘official 
would have to co-operate more 
closely in order to obtain the best

‘of the government which could find 
the funds for the establishment of 
hospitals and laboratories without | 
which “even the most brilliant 
graduate could not achieve much. Of 
course, the ideal solution would be 
for each province to have at least 
‘one medical college and a large hos- 
pital, in addition to smaller hospitals 
In the bigger cities. ‘The best pract- 
toners should be invited to visit 
these hospitals at certain hours to 
atiend upon patients, thus forming @ 
sort of state medicine. 

‘The establishment of the National 
Health Administration in’ Nanking| 
hhas effected considerable reforms in 
the medical needs of China, and with 
‘@ model institute and hospital in the| 
capital and more and more men and 
women trained to do the necessary 
work, its influence will soon be fei| 
lover a wide area. 

In Shanghal, the lecturer conterided, 
with its large vested interests and 
international complications, enormous| 
difficulties have been encountered by 
the authorities when any reform was 
‘contemplated. “Although a medical| 
register is now kept by the Health| 
‘Commissioner of the S.MLC. contain- 
ing a list of about 900 practitioners, 
who voluntarily register” themselves | 
the authorities still have no power 
{0 discipline those who behave unpro- 
fessionally, as is the case in other 
countries." The result is that  the| 
daily papers, both foreign and Chi 
hese, publish regularly the names of| 
all sorts of “specialists,” some. ot 
‘whom “guarantee” eures—for a consi- 
deration of course. This should not| 
be 
only harm’ the prestige of  the| 
‘medical profession” while selfishly| 
Adding to thelr income, 

‘Shanghat's Opportunity 

‘The medical practitioner of Shan, 
‘hal ‘could co-operate more heartily | 
‘with the health depaitments in reduc- 
ing both morbidity ana mortality. 
For instance, there existed already a) 
Public Health “Club whose present 
membership of $0 health workers and 
veterinary officials could be easily 
augmented by 80. practitioners. 
Meetings of this club were held only 
fonce a month and it practitioners and 
health workers fraternised more they 
could benefit one another. In the 
same way, the health workers could, 
attend once ‘a month the meetings 
‘of the Shanghai Medical Society, thus| 
‘keeping in touch with the intricacies| 
of private practice. Again, the anti- 
‘Tuberculosis Association of China, 
founded by some leading health and 
social workers, still awaited the co-| 
operation of private practitioners| 
who, in view of their closer contact | 
with families, could influence them 
toward a more sympathetic under- 
standing of the aims and needs of the| 
‘Association, for after all, although

When people read all the 
Individual items of - international 
political news, the majority were 
Drone to look’ at them as just ins 
dividual instead of being part of a 
larger pattern. For ‘instance, the 
alteration in Germany of the relations 
between the various States and the 
Reich were but the continuation of 
tremendous changes which had taken 
place since Bismrarck's day, ‘The 
Germans were for centuries the most 
divided of European peoples and the 
struggle to achieve the political unity 
of the whole German Face was not 
yet completed. What was going on 
there was symptomatic of a trend all 
‘over the world towards the enlarge- 
ment of the areas of administrative 
groups and the centralization of 
States, aly only had attained unity 
{in quite recent times; Yugoslavia wat 

















trying to work out a coalescence of 
peoples; and there were the con- 
solidation of the Union of Soviet 


Republics, ‘the struggle 
towards ‘the removal of regional 
‘autonomy, and other instances 10 
prove that one of the most marked 
tendencies of the age was toward the 
welding of peoples into truly. close 
knit national groups. That trend had 
0 be taken as a prelude to its exten- 
sion to larger spheres 

In spite of all the quarrelsome 
elements into which Europe now 
seems to be divided, Europe was far 
‘more a concert than It had been 
anything else. Before x worldwide 
League of Nations could hope suc 
cessfully to function, there would 
have to come the formation of great. 
regional concerts, such as the United 
States of Europe, the consolidation of 
all the countries of America in the 
name of Pan-Americanism, the closer 
consolidation of the seven Republics 
Jn the Soviet Union, the growing tes 
of the self-governing countries in 
the British Empire, and the closer 
conoperation of “Asiatic countries in 
the ‘name of Pan-Asianism. ‘The 
League of Nations’ ideal was ex- 
cellent ‘but it was premature to 
practicability until the setting up of 
regional concerts within each of 
which there would be peace because 
of a close community of interests, and 
between which there need be ‘no 
war, provided care was taken not to 
trespass. There was far too much 
detailed readjustment yet to be done 
fin the historical and ethnological 
divisions of the world before men 
from all countries could sit down at 
fone table and settle the affairs of the 
universe—white, black, brown, and 
yellow.

In these dark days of depression 
through which China, and particularly |

that 'we should recognise and appre-|

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SIGNIFICANT DAY 
By ‘Twrasyiius 


There is always the customary 
method of dealing with the observ- 
‘nce of a hational day, but, in the 
case of the Irish feast, a’ depar- 
ture might be made from the tradi- 
tional to discusss for a moment 
what could be done towards the 
settlement of the unhappy -difter- 
fence which estranges the Irish Free 
Slate from the rest of the United 
Kingdom, and even perpetuates a 
division of the small island itself, 
a division, it might be remembered, 
which is hot observed by the rug- 
ager players of Ireland. It is com- 
monly reported that the King has 
expressed. a desire that the breach 
between Westminster and Dublin 
shall be healed during his jubilee 
year, and though there is little to 
indicate that up to the present 
much progress has been made to- 
wards attaining that desirable end, 
there are signs of a movement to- 
wards a settlement of the many 
outstanding and perplexing ques- 
tions. Would such a reconciliation 
be achieved during the present year 
At would not only be a gratifying 
compliment to His Majesty but 
would serve as the commencement 
of a new era in which a greater 
degree of unity might be secured 
in what after all is the very heart 
of the empire, A happy auyury 
tor the future is the arrival at a 
trade agreement between Great 
Britain and the Free State, for 
it holds the promise that attempts 
to proceed to a satisfactory accord 
fon the larger issues at stake might 
also meet with success. 

To a great extent the possibili- 
ties of accord arise out of a con- 
siderable alteration in the attitude 











of the British towards Mr. de 
Valera and his policies. Since 
Finna Fail came into power 


fa very great change has come over 
the situation. No matter whether 
there 1s agreement with Mr. De 
‘Valera or not, old conceptions of 
the man’s character and ability 
have become ‘considerably modi- 
fied. His policies can never com- 
mend themselves to those who 
strictly apply the old and well 
tried “concepts of loyalty to the 
Empire. Judged from such a 
jandpoint Mr. de Valera is not 
more acceptable now than h> was 
in the past, and to those who hold 
to the tenets of the earlier im- 
perialism reconciliation would seem 
to be impossible and even undesir- 
able, The opinions once held that 
the President of the Free State was 
‘an impractical visionary, that he 
could be beaten to his knees by 
economic measures, 
Irish people themselves would re- 
ject him have not heen justified 
in the event. ‘The anticipation that 
the distress levied upon farmers 
would lead to civil war has not 
been fulfiied, and instead of all 
these expectations there emerges 
the fact that Mr. de Valera, no 
matter how much he may be ‘dis- 
Uked by most Britons, has proved 
himself a subtle and courageous 
statesman with a present apparent 
readiness to work towards con- 
ciliation. As the “Manchester 
Guardian” remarks “There is no 
one now who can challenge thi 
‘absolurte amicable and mathematic~ 
ally minded monarch, whom the 
Irish people have chosen to put 
in charge of their affairs.” 


It has to be realized that those 
‘enactments which have been pass- 
ed by the Dail, or which by the 
flux of time will eventually be 
come, law, making effective the 
separation of the Free State from 
the rest of the Empire, are or will 
be permanently on ‘the statute 
books of the Free State. It is not 
to be expected that Mr. Cosgrave, 
if he were returned to power,—a 
Prospect which at the present mo- 
ment does not look very encour- 
aging—would immediately repeal 
all the legislation which he has 
‘opposed in the Dail. Governments 
.do not play “King of the Castle” 

wnd proceed to undo all the work 
Of thelr predecessors, and though 
much of what has become law 
‘would: be capable of modification, 
it is unbelievable that the whole 
of. Mr. de Velera’s policy would

It would seem, therefore, that 
whatever settlement of the Anglo- 
Free State dispute is arrived at, 
it will have to be based upon a 
recognition by the first party that 
much of what has been done will, 
remain; that legislation indicative 
‘of a weakening loyalty to the im- 
erial idea will not be erased and 
that the Irish Free State will be 
satisfied with nothing so limited in 
scope as Dominion Status. That 
is definitely Mr. de Valera’s idea, 
and there is no real hope that, 
should he be displaced from power, 
his successors. would materially 
‘change that which he has accom- 
plished or is about to accomplish. 
He has repeatedly described the 
future British Commonwealth as a 
minor League of Nations in which 
Ireland might be a member with- 
out diminution of her national 
status. It will come as a shocking 
thought to many that the bonds 
of a statutory allegiance should 
be replaced by the more attenuated 
ties of common interest. That, 
however, is just a question of how 
fone look at the matter, for com- 
‘mon interest js oftentimes a better 
unifler than acceptance of an ideal 
carrying with it merely sentimental 
impileations. 

But supposing it were possible 
to achieve Mr," de Valera's ideal, 
‘what would become of the rest of 
Treland? It is here that there is 
apparent a great need for original- 
ity in thinking. ‘The crisis is with- 
out precedent. There is little from 
the past upon which a durable ad- 
justment could be framed, and in 
thls connection the, suggestions, by 
“Pacificus” in the “Irish Times 
New ‘Years Day may" Indicate a 
means.

‘Hydrographic Department Beginnings Outlined: 


Charting 


A task of amazing interest to the 
commercial and shipping communi 
les of China is being dally carried 
oi by the Hydrographic Department 
‘of the Chinese Navy—"China’s Silent 
Service." ‘Twenty-four hours of the 
day for 985 days each year, some 
members of this “department are 
plotting out the positions of the 
many different and changing shoals 
along the China coast, making for 
the frst time an ageurate and 
aclentife geodetic survey’ of the coast, 
and preparing warnings to shipping 
of the hitherto unknown dangers they 
have discovered. 

‘The department has been in exist. 
‘ence for just over fourteen years, 
and it has not yet had time or the 
funds to make a complete geodetic 
survey of the longest national coast 
Une in the world. Even tonday there 
are sections of the seas surrounding 
China that are almost. unknown to 
foreign shippers, Many Sandbanks 
‘and rocks are uncharted. ‘There is 
no safe. sea-road through them, 
though reconnaissance efforts have 
been made by different navies to 
point out their principal features. 

Former Surveys 

Up to 1004 the survey of the mar- 
‘ginal seas and treaty ports was pring 
Cipally undertaken by the | British 
fand other navies, From 1904 to 1922,

Its membership of the International 
Hydrographic Bureau has given it 
certain privileges and corresponding 
Fesponsibilities.. "To meet them i has 
#0" far produced 60 charte and 
‘various technical publications such 
‘ag tide tables, notices to mariners— 
‘of which 300,000 were distributed last 
‘year—and Usts of lights, buoys, and 
‘Beacons. It 1s also engaged in com- 
piling. sailing directions and direc 
Hons for port facilities and att other 
such marine publications that are 
Fequired of it in ie state member- 
‘hip of the International Bureau. 

Tt had had a very dimcult begin. 
ning, os it found the coas's and 
rivers of China and the marginat seas 
practically without any geodetic 
tontrol. or, system of hydrographic 
research. The hydrography of China 
Such as existed was principally inthe 
archives of foreign governments, ani 
much of it dated back to the 19h 
century and was totally Inadequate 
for the modernized China of the post= 
war perlod. The records Kept by 
‘ploneers—mostly derived from the 
Customs—were crude and almost 
unadaptable to modern practice. 

Sound Foundatt 

‘A. sound foundation had, therefore, 
to be laid for the new department. 
‘AN the fundamental factors of the 
‘Reodesy of China had to be estab- 
Hished and systems and standard 
vvaluas laid down. Standard meridians 
and parallels had to be fixed for the 
charting of the coast and rivers. 

"This entails an enormous amount 
of work, which Is being accomplished 
Steadily and soundly. It is work that 
cannot be rushed, What Is done now 
must be done with precision, fully 
and thoroughly, so that the Govern- 
ment will not be required to repeat 
Processes in the future, 

Like all hydrographic services of 























featen away by the encroaching 
river, until It was forced to trans=

‘What the countryside lores to the 
river in one place it regains as often 
as not ‘in “another.

The 
villagers hen take the materials of 
the first dyke, now wall inland, and 
move them out to build a new dyke 
to take in the latest mudbank. “And

Many Adventares 

‘The men of the Hydrographic 
Department watch and record all 
these changes. They can tell of 
strange ‘happenings—ot how the in- 
[habitants of Tsungming Island were 
‘wiped out in one night of terrific 
typhoon; how divers descending to 
examine the remains of some old 
‘wreck have sunk in the soft. mud 
of the river bed up to the necks of 
thelr diver's helmets and have been 
extricated only after much labour. 
‘They can also tell tales of work 
during storms off the estuary and of 
encounters with dangers. up and 
‘down the coast. 

“These adventures are, however, 
only incidental to their main work 
which is to make the coast safe for 
shipping. ‘They have charted | the 
Yangtze from the estuary to Han~ 
kow, and keep a close watch on all 
Hs changes. ‘They were the frst to 
establish the correct distance of 
Hankow from the river mouth, and 
found that Hankow was some tens of 
feet less above sea-level than had 
been believed. ‘They have also been 
reeponsible for correcting the posi 
tions of several other. ports in this 
country, shown wrongly on the exist 
{ing charts, 


Points Renamed 


In recharting the marginal seas

When this is done the 
biggest ot ships should be able to 
Jcome sip to Woosung every high tide. 
As things are at present, a ship the 
size of the Empress of Britain, draw- 
Ing 34 feet, can come up only on six 
Jéays in a’ month, and then during 
Jonly four hours of each day, wien 
the tides are exceptionally high. With 
the new channel it should be possible 
for her to come up any day of the 
month, without much dificulty. 

Done By Chinese 

It should be emphasized that the: 
lecodetic survey and the charting is 
lentirely done by Chinese. With a 
Htoreign technical expert as adviser, 
they have formed a most efficient ser: 
vice. Tt is necessary that the work 
Jshould be done by Chinese, as during 
Jcruises the ships have to live off th 
Jcountry. ‘There is no money for a 
succession of supply vessels, and it 
is impossible in view of the time 
Jwasted to return to some large port 
tor revictus'ling when that is needed. 

Not only for this reason do the men 
lon the surveying ships find life hard. 
It is often impossible for them  to| 
obtain fresh water without venturing.

One Dental Schoot 


In China dentistry is rescued from 
complete oblivion by virlue of its one: 
and only dental school, whieh is thriv- 
ing with high standards at Chengtu 
fon the borders of ‘Tibet, One-Atth| 
of the world’s population is said to| 
live in China, and serving’ these| 
‘people it is estimated that there are 
ess than 100 dentists with degrees| 
from recognized schools. This means 
that there are approximately 4,000, 
000 people for each fully qualified 
dentist. Furthermore, the » practi~ 
tloners are almost all in urban centres, 
although China is 90 per cent. 
rural; The average dentists have turn: 
ed their back on China's dental 
dilemma. Not so the “go-getters” of 
the Chengtu dental school. . ‘They| 
have boldly flung back a challenge. 
‘The dentists at Chengiu do not have| 






































to pussy-foot around the shadows of| oe 


precedents and traditions. ‘There, 
freedom of speech and action is the| 
habit of the hour. In five briet years| 
there has been achieved a degree of 
harmony and co-operation between 
‘the medical and dental faculties that 
puts to shame this relation in the| 
majority of schools. Four of the 
dental student's seven years are spent| 
Jn the medical school. 


Chances tor Study 


‘The faculty of the dental school has 
thrown an analytica? light in the dark 
and sacred closet where hang the| 
dental family skeletons. There are| 
mistakes aplenty from which to proft, 
Dr. Lindsay is hopeful that China| 
‘may be spared from professional pit~ 
falis out of which all world dental 
powers are now painfully emerging. 
With his finger on the world’s dental 
pulse and his eye on a short-cut for: 
China, he says: “It certainly will be 
impossible to meet the need by private| 
practice and-private initiative.”

‘Yubnan is one of the largest prov- 
inces of China, but also one of the 
mést remote, ‘Tengyueh, the capital 
of Western Yunnan, is easiest reach— 
ed by way of Burma. Of course, 
fone ‘could go via Tali Fu, but is 
a bit of a climb, “Tengyueh is only 
four hundred feet lower than Tall, 
‘but the valleys of the Salween, 
‘Mekong and other rivers intervene, 
‘and someone has calculated that 10 
walk from one to the other you go 
up twenty-six thousands feet and 
down twenty-five thousand! "So 
most people prefer to travel from 
Bhamo on the Burmese border 
whence Tengyueh is about a hun- 
dred and thirty miles, 

‘The city of ‘Tengyueh occupies a 
corner of an extensive plain. Round 
shout rise quiet, beautiful mountains 
‘most wonderfully green. These up- 
lands are bare and rounded, and 
‘some of them attain a height of nine 
thousand feet, though the Irrawaddy 
Salween “divide” which can be seen 
distantly is thirteen thousand. The 
plain itself is five thousand four 
hundred, “so that the climate of 
Tengyueh is ideal, never hot, and 
never very cold, and the average 
rainfall is 65 inches. ‘The day time 
temperature during November when 
T'was there fell 10 54 degrees. 

‘Unique Walled City 

‘Tho square city wall must be quite 
‘a mile Jong along each face, and is 
built throughout of Anely ‘dressed 
stone. But ‘Tengyueh is 


cally: all the houses, and certainly 
all the important ones, are situated 
outside the wall. ‘The space within 
the wall is largely occupied by gardens 
and by the offices of the Du-ban oF 
Governor. ‘There is thus a sort of 
suburb or group of markets outside

‘way, and lined with enormous paper 
umbrellas under which the people 
take food and tea, and conduct their 
small business. ‘These truly gigan- 
tic umbrellas would be ideal for use 
fm a garden, and I made up my mind 
Instantly that T must take one back 


to Burma. 
Indeed,’ the articles one can 
export ‘from ‘Tengyueh ‘are the 


very last on earth you would expect 
from a city so remote and isolated: 
and this is because the muleteers re- 
turning to Burma are usually glad 10 
carry any freight they can get at a 
smail rate. Tt thus came about that 
T indulged in a large consignment of 
beautifully glazed flower pots which, 
with carriage, were a good deal 
cheaper (and infinitely belter) than 
any flower pots you can get in 
Burma. ‘Other attractive iempiations 
fare the pretty potteries of Yunnan, 
small horn boxes, blue felt carpets 
‘and saddle bags. ‘The carpets and 
bags (are slung across the Local 
ate.

TO TENGYUEH 


of Western Yunnan by 
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Beautitur Water Falls 

Four days of persistent rain im- 
mediately after ‘my arrival really 
made me fear that I should not see 
all the sights, but at the moment 
when, in despair, we went to the 
wat wet spell suddenly 
| broke. Indeed such a deluge is rare 
in November. But now patches of 
blue sky appeared, the sun struggled 
out, and there was a feeling, which 
subsequent events justified, that 
there was glorious weather ahead. 
It was some reward to find that the 
‘abnormal rain had swelled the falls 
fo about twice thelr usual size, and 
Feally they are a beautiful ‘sight 
lunder such conditions. Above the 
falls there is a pleturesque bridge 
where we stood ‘and watched. the 
river (the Taiping) sweeping down 
fis bed and through the rich. yellow 
paddy fields which, "indeed, 
narrowly escaped destruction. This 
point is the only exit by which 
water can leave the Tengyueh plain, 
and the fall is really the leap of 
the Taiping River from the Tengyueh 
Plain to a lower one. The falls are 
Justly celebrated and are always 
‘beautiful, dut just now they” were 
Quite magnificent. Their height is 
Perhaps 120 feet, and the waters are 
hurled into a rift or gorge amidet a 
wealth of green foliage, ‘Their base 
is hidden in a mist of spray, and | 
the spume is carried off ike smoke 
fon the breeze. Right at the lip of 
the fall, and below the stone bridge 
already mentioned, is another bridge. 
of very slender proportions, and with 
® pavilion placed in the middle, It 
lis ‘all. very imposing, and there are 
temples and pagodas in the vicinity. 
[It is dreadful to think that during 
[the rebellion many of the Mahom 
medan Chinese were swept to their 
death over these falls. 


Along the City Wall 

We viewed the falls sideways, and 
from above and below, and from a 
charming pavilion oppasite that 
looks like a temple. It was all more 
lovely than anything I had deen led 
to expect: but T saw it under excep- 
fionally favourable circumstances. 
‘These falls are quite close to the 
city, and to reach them we had to 
ass through one of the mest altrac- 

ive quarters of Tengyueh by way of 
the Customs House. The” hotises 
with their sweeping tiled roots stand 
‘amidst lovely tress, and are embel- 
Ushed with every ‘sort of extrava- 
gance in the way of walls and gates. 
Returning home we passed along the 
top of the city wall where it was a 
relief to get away from the ill-laid 
‘stones with which all the roads and 
streels are paved, and which have 
Jbeen justly described as "Good for 
ten years, and bad for a thousand.” , 
The square walls of Tengyueh are 
said tg have been built in the Ming 
period in A. D. 1445, and are still in 
@ good state of preservation. Or- 
‘chids and ferns grow on the wall, 
and there are wide grassy walks 
‘along the top whence you look 

















down on one side (outwards) over 
the countryside and onto the roofs 
of the city (the city, as I have ex- 
plained, being outside the wall), and 
jon the other side (inwards) upon 
gardens and upon the various offices 
and quariers of the Du-ban, or 
Governor. The Du-ban claims’ that 
his house, which is certainly old, 
was built by the general who de- 
feated the Burmese army during the 
Ming dynasty. 


A Foreign Cemetery 


Customs Hill, which is known to 
the Chinese ss Lai Fang Shan, is 
fone of the pleasantest places’ in 
‘Tengyueh, ‘The northern slope faces 
the city and is the common burial 
ground, being dotted over with 
tombstones, some old and ruined, 
some new and magnificent. ‘Twice a 
year, and November is one of those 
‘seasons, the people carry up their 
tea and have an alfresco meal with 
heir ancestors. Tt isa plessant. 
custom: ‘and except in Japan I 
think I have never seen a more at- 
tractive comely, Tho bil is 
covered with flower-spangled grass, 
and the north face is well wooded 
with pine and cypress which throw 
@ quiet shade, and there ate also 
many curious’ hollows and ravines 
which give a peculiar character to 
the hill, All the way up there are 
fine views over the city, and from

‘The circumstances surrounding the 
massacre of Assyrians in Trak have 
been obscured by the world’s preoe- 
cupation in other affairs. The prob- 
em has been handled by’ the League 
of Nations and at the moment there 
is hope that by expatriating the Assy- 
rians to British Guiana a solution of 
their difficulties will be found. Colonel 
Staffotd has produced a timely book 
in. presenting in dispassionate but 
obviously exceptionally well-inform- 
ed manner the story of the tragedy. 
Brlefly, the Assyrians were the 
victims of a too optimistic beliet in 
the efficacy of moral suasion. ‘They 
themselves as a community committed 
many mistakes, but there can be no 
doubt of the fundamental hostility of 
Moslem feeling.

French Feminists 


U is interesting to see, by the way, 
that the French Parliament is again 
being importuned to give women the 
vote; this, as the result of the recent 
congress ‘of the Women's Suffrage 
‘National Union. The Duchesse de la 
Rochefoucauld presided at the con- 
‘gress, as she must have been doing. 
for 30 years past. Neither her, nor 
the Union's, ‘arguments have ‘ever 
moved a diehard Senate, from its 
antagonism to women’s votes, and it 
oes not appear that success is more 
Ukely now. But with some know: 
ledge of France, I belleve that the| 
real cause of the women's failure is 
the ‘women themselves. French- 
women know exactly how to get 
what they want in the things that 
matter, and polities do not appeal to 
them In elther category. 


Belisha Once Again 

‘Mr, Hore-Belisha has naturally 
raised loud cries from the motoring 
associations by announcing that he 
will “give favourable consideration”, 
to applications from local authorities 
for leave to ban the use of motor- 
horns altogether. The argument is, 
of course, that if motorists are. 
forbidden ‘to hoot, they will drive 
with extra-special care—the horn, 
being a weapon both of offence and. 
defence, to blast pedestrians out of 
the way and to justify the running- 
down of them if they refuse to be 
blasted. The standard example is. 
that of Helsingtors, where, since the 
‘use of motor horns was forbidden. in 
1990, the number of accidents has 
been halved. But the horn may 
ulways be used in Helsingtors in 2 
eal emergency. 


That Helpless Fecling 

Any driver, whose horn has sud- 
denly gone out of action, knows the 
awful feeling of helplessness hat 
‘ensues, and how very, very carefully, 
‘one drives to the nearest garage. On 
the other hand, the “most careful 
driver is equally helpless if a pedes- 
trian suddenly gets off the pavement 
without looking round; ¢0 there are 
certainly times when use of the horn 
Jg as justifiable as it is necessary. 
And apropos of this. point barriers 
along ‘pavements are to be tried 
this" week at some of London's 
busiest tramc junctions. So what 
with Belisha beacons, light signals, 
‘and palisades to prevent pedestrians 
from committing suicide, our strects| 
are rapidly becoming a pretty sight, 

But the traffic problem is univer 
sal; even Venice suffers from it. 
‘Toe picturesque gondola is being 
ousted by motor launches, and these 
churn up the canals, endanger the 
foundations of buildings and wake| 
the silentest city in the world with 
hideous hooting. Now the Prefect 
of Police has forbidden them to ply 
fon the Grand Canal, with the na- 
fural result of the uproar that we 
know so well in England, and more 
so, The Italian language is singular- 
ly rich in serms of objurgation. 


Maligned Maidenhead 


Much sympathy may be felt for 
‘Maidenhead in the protest it is make 
ing against the night-club nulsanee. 
‘There are said to be scores of them 
fon the four-mile stretch between 
Maidenhead and ‘Taplow, and while 
some of them are " respectable 
‘enough, others decidedly are not, 
‘ond they all lead to noise and dis- 
turbance at unearthly hours. Several 
residents complain that they have 
had to move house because of night 
clubs, and 1,300 of them are appeal- 
ing to Parliament.

Ham- 
mersmith, Esher, Kingston, and the 
approaches to’ Farnborough and 
Camberley (only to mention districts 
that I know) are thick with night= 
clubs. New ones seem to spring up 
every month, ‘they flourish for a 
brief popularity, are sold, go smash 
and give place to others. The: 
peculiar attraction in them is that, 
unlike a public house, they need not. 
get a licence to sell drink. Some 
‘of, them undoubtedly sell worse! 
things. “One Yorkshire night-club is 
stated in a single year to have taken 
£152 in subscriptions, £10 in 
entrance fees end £8,178 in drinks.

Baby's food, always a most 
important consideration, “cannot 
ue lightly disposed of’ without 
thought.
